The Antioch Township High 
School Board of Education expressed 
gratification over the 912 to 371 
vote Approval to the 10 cent educa- 
tion tax increase when it met last 
night and canvassed the votes. 

A total of 1,209 ballots were cast 
in the three precincts, with five 
spoiled ballots at the high school 
precinct, three at Lake Villa Grade ^ 
school precinct, and two at Linden- V 
hurst. . 

The number was 50 per cent 
preater than cast at the earlier ref- 
erendum when a request for a 21- 
cent increase was turned down. 

Antioch did proportionately less to 
approve the proposal than the other 
precincts, The vote at the high 
school Was Yes, 532; No, 200. At 
Lake Villa the vote was Yes, 202; 
No, 51; and at Lindenhurst, Yes, 
178; No. 30. 

Through this vote the educational 
tax will be moved up from 65 cents 
to 75 cents on the $100 assessed valu- 
ation. The new amount still la 
lower than most other high school 
districts in Lake County. 

William Brook, spokesman for the * 
board, commented on the valuable 
assistance of the Vitizens Commit- - 
tee. 

"The group did an excellent job," 
he said, "in examining the situation, 
and making its recommendation. 

There was no accounting by board 
members for the fact that Antioch 
voters gave a weak 2 to 1 approval 
while Lake Villa and Lindenhurst 
gave a 4 to 1 and.O to 1 sanction. 

In addition to canvassing the vote, 
the Board of education last night 
turned its attention to the budget 
for the coming year and approved 
teacher appointments.

On top of that, according to The Retail Barrister, 
Which is a monthly law commentary published by the 
American Retail Federation,. "Two sections of the bill 
— Section 103 and 607— give union leaders an effective 
tool for organizing employees by eliminating the em- 
ployer's right to tell his story to his employees. The 
bill does this by making it a CRIME for an employer 
to 'influence* the employee's thinking in any way. . . " 
The way these provisions are worded, giving em- 
ployees a wage increase or other such tangible benefit 
could be construed as such an influence on thinking. 

In any event, legislation of such significance cer- 
tainly should not become law without extensive hear- 
ings in which all interested parties can make their

Hew Miracles in the Making 

The agricultural, revolution, far from being spent, 
is just beginning. The past 50 years have seen hand 
and horse labor disappearing from the fields; trends 
today indicate that the future will bring complete 
mechanization and precision control of nearly all farm- 
stead operations. 

This forecast comes from Earl D. Anderson, presi- 
dent of the American Society of Agricultural Engin- 
eers. As he sees it, four major trends are now in 
being: , mechanization of farm chores and materials 
handling; providing proper environmental conditions 
for livestock; storing and processing crops for a mar- 
keting profit; and strong emphasis on quality control 
of farm products. 

Of these four, he considers {he first is probably the 
more important. In his words: "The farmer who steps 
down from his tractor equipped with finger-tip con- 
trol of- the hydraulic mechanism is loathe to feed his 
• cattle with a bushel basket." And this farmer no 



longer heeds to do chores the ibid ;hard way. The, : 
engineers have developed all manner of highly effi- 
cient ^machines to take the place of human muscle 
and more are coming. ; l : 

/" President Eisenhower has pointed out that farnj 
productivity per man hour has actually doubled 
since 1940-^-and this increase is as great as the total 
Increase between 1820 and 1940. Mechanized, equip- 
ment, electricity, improved fertilizers and pesticides— 
these are forces that have .transformed farming to an 
almost' miraculous*degree. And new miracles are in 
the making:

Time to Make a Decision 

The Rural Electrification Administration bor- 
rows* 'money from the government at 2 per cent. 
But the government has to pay a higher rate of inter- 
est on the money that it borrows. This simply means 
that all the taxpayers are subsidizing REA loans and 
REA customers. To make matters wogse, REA pays 
no federal income ttax. 

This situation has disturbed a great many peo- 
ple whose primary interest is the long-range welfare 
of the farmer. One is Charles B. Shuman, president 
of the American Farm Bureau Federation. He says: 
"As long as we depend upon direct government loans, 
we are subject to the whims of Congress. It is time 
f6r rural electric cooperative leaders to make a deci- 
sion. Do they believe in private enterprise ... or 
do they prefer government ownership and control? 
It is my considered opinion that the greatest threat 
to the future of our rural electric cooperatives is the 
threat of a socialist, federally-owned power system." 

A similar view comes from Tom Anderson, pub- 
lisher of 'Farm and Ranch. He says: "REA should 
hereafter stay in its own backyard, get its money 
from private sources just like its competitors do, and 
pay the same taxes." 

The fact is that rural electrification is virtually 
complete in this country. But REA is still after 
huge expansion loans and more taxpayer subsidies 
so that it can move into industrial and other non- 
agricultural areas of service. ' It comes as good news 
that farm leaders and farm spokesmen are now 
fighting against that. .

More illuminating are statistics , 
showing the tremendous growth of 
State' governments during the last 
decade.

The cost of care and treatment of 
patients in mental hospitals rose 
from $167 million to $662 -million.

Of interest is the comparison of 
the expenditures of American states 
with European governments of ap- 
proximately the same 'population 
Michigan and Sweden each have 
about seven million population. 
While Michigan currently spends 
approximately $1.3 billion annually 
Sweden spends $1.9 billion, exclud- 
ing defense. Although Sweden 
spends five times as much as Michi- 
gan on social security, Michigan 
spends larger amounts on health 
services, education and highways. 

Ohio and Belgium compare in that 
they each haVe approximately nine 
million population. While Ohio 
spends $1.2 billion annually, Bel- 
gium's budget, excluding defense, 
totals $1.7 billion.

CHICAGO — Considering that 
meat prices accounted for a major 
portion of increases in family food 
costs during the year, consumers 
now are in a position to cash in on 
continuing beef and fryer values, 
with a gradually improving pork 
situation seen on the horizon. 

Beef prices at live, wholesale and 
retail levels dropped sufficiently 
again in the Chicago metropolitan 
area to take undisputed value posi- 
tion on the weekly University of 
Illinois consumer service survey. 
Most improvement is noted in beef 
roasts and hamburger. Fryers, 
edged out by beef promotions at 
retail outlets are still on the value 
list but at slightly firmer prices in 
some stores. Ham, as noted pre- 
viously, is weakening pricewise, 
but other smoked pork items remain 
high on a continuing steady market. 
All lamb items remain in the high- 
cost cycle, and a market worthy of 
value mention is nonexistent for 
veal. 

Locally grown produce' shows 
more dominance in retail outlets 
here at cheap prices, with some 
items previously classified as mod- 
erately priced moving lower this 
week — such as sweetcorn quoting 
lowest at 49c per dozen. Abundance 
of fresh fruit and vegetable selec- 
tions is seen in the following cal- 
endar of August produce values, 
many items reaching volume 'peaks 
during the month. Outstanding 
values now are sweetcorn, lettuce, 
celery, melons, peaches, blueberries 
and grapes. 

Groceries for the most part are 
steady within the usual pattern of 
promotional activity, tomato pro- 
ducts showing significant market 
cost decline. Supplier situations 
also provide values in canned fruit 



juices and coffee.

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
SHmtaerf ield announced today he is 
taking stefrs to provide further irri 
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provements in the mail service as 
the :new ^postage rates became ef- 
fective August 1, 1958. ; 
/ Mr. Summerfield said he is issu- 
ing instructions in The Postal Bul- 
letin tb the nation's postmasters to 
begin immediate surveys to deter- 
mine whether: ; A'- 'i; 

1. Essential window, service in 
post offices should be made avail- 
able earlier and/or later in 4he day 
inan now. 'i ^ : , 

2. There, are enough collections 
of mail daily from street; letter 
boxes, as well as from branches and 
stations, to -insure maximum! speed 
on local deliveries and the most ef- 
ficient use of outgoing transporta- 
tion for out-oMown mail, ., 

-^The-su'rveys are to-be -completed 
in. 90 days, and postmasters ate be- 
ing directed to submit requests for 
urgent needs to Regional Directors, 
who are to give the fastest possible 
consideration to such requests. 
Also, consistent, .with funds avail- 
able, modern equipment for collec- 
tion, handling, and distribution of 
mail, will be. Installed wherever 
possible. 

. "I want the new postage rates, 
which are certainly long overdue, 
to signal the beginning of the great- 
est period of postal progress in 
American history," Postmaster Gen- 
eral Summerfield commented. 
Meanwhile, he noted the Post Office 
is already putting into effect sev- 
eral improvements coincident with 
the new rates starting immediately. 

For example, new postal rate law 
enables the Department to forward 
all mail with insufficient postage 
and collect postage due at the other 
,end. This eliminates the many de- 
lays of the old system which "short 
paid" mail often was returned to the 
sender. 

Other improvements include ac- 
ceptance of additional materials for 
the blind forwarded by law free of 
postage, and acceptance of small 
parcels weighing up to 16 ounces 
(instead of 8 ounces) at the low cost 
third class, postage rates. .. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Summerfield re- 
emphasizes today that new postage 
rates passed by Congress went into 
effect starting promptly at 12:01 
last Friday. 

Under the new law, the Post Of- 
fice Department has no alternative 
but to collect postage due on mail 
bearing insufficient postage after 



the new rates started. 

At the same time, the Postmaster 
General liattd. the new rale'changei 
which moat Americans will be con- 
cerned with. These relatively sim- 
ple changes include the following : 
First clasaJiletters^wlll be 4c Sen 1 
dunce instead of^Sc. Air mail letters 
7c an ounce instead of 6c. Post and 
postal tards 3c each instead of 2c;

Third class mail pieces, such . as 
circulars and samples of merchan- 
dise, will go from 2c each for the. 
first 2 ounces and Jc for each, add k 
tional. ounce to 3c for the first 2 
ounces and 1*5 cents for. each' addi- 
tional ounce or fraction of an ounce. 
But pieces of odd shape or size sent 
as third class mail will cost a mint- 
mum -of ,6c each. The former min- 
imum is 3c. 

Books are 9c for the first pound 
and 5c for each additional pound,
